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To  the  Members  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1954. 

The  live  birth  rate  has  diminished  slightly  from  12.8 
to  12.7  but  the  comparative  birth  rate  is  14.7. 

The  death  rate  has  risen  slightly  from  13.1  to  13.4  but 
the  comparative  death  rate  is  only  9.4. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  has  fallen  from  31.1  to  22.02. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  whooping  cough  and  infantile 
diarrhoea. 

The  number  of  cases  of  measles  notified  during  the  year 
fell  from  471  to  27,  while  those  of  whooping  cough  fell  from 
106  to  17. 

Four  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified. 

In  respect  of  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  the 
numbers  also  diminished  ; chicken  pox  from  106  to  85  cases, 
mumps  151  to  84  cases  and  german  measles  from  58  to  6. 

During  the  Winter  months  there  wrere  a considerable 
number  of  influenzal  colds  reported.  No  accurate  figure 
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for  these  cases  throughout  the  district  is  available,  but  from 
the  returns  of  Head  Teachers  of  the  schools  167  cases  were 
notified. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
rose  from  19  to  27  but  this  included  12  cases  transferred  from 
the  mainland  to  the  Island.  Only  1 death  occurred  from 
this  disease. 

Of  the  total  of  238  deaths  in  the  District,  83  were  from 
heart  disease,  41  from  strokes  and  32  from  cancer.  The 
deaths  from  cancer  the  previous  year  were  40. 

Since  the  abandoning  of  compulsory  vaccination  the 
numbers  of  children  protected  against  smallpox  are  alarm- 
ingly low.  Throughout  the  Island  only  10.1%  of  the  child 
population  under  5 and  only  .43%  of  the  5-14  year  age  group 
received  protection  during  1954. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  smallpox  is  a disease  which 
not  only  may  produce  severe  disfigurement  but  also  death. 
Smallpox  varies  from  a mild  disease  with  fatality  under  one 
per  cent  to  a severe  condition  with  about  thirty  per  cent 
fatality. 

It  is  the  duty  of  all  parents  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
facilities  available  for  protection  against  this  disease.  This 
disease  can  be  prevented  but  there  is  no  cure. 

While  recognising  the  great  potential  educational  value 
of  television  it  is  sad  to  see  the  evil  effects  on  children  that  it 
produces  in  those  homes  where  the  viewing  is  not  reasonably 
controlled.  In  many  schools  it  is  possible  to  pick  out  the 
children  who  watch  television  far  too  late.  Teachers  speak 
of  drowsy  inattentive  pupils  and  are  concerned  at  the  evil 
effects  uncontrolled  viewing  is  having  on  the  health  of  the 
schoolchild.  In  addition  to  the  lack  of  necessary  sleep  the 
habit  of  reading  is  gradually  becoming  lost.  Wise  parents 
have  the  remedy  in  their  own  hands. 
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W hile  it  is  true  that  hygienic  conditions  of  food  handling 
is,  on  the  whole  becoming  more  widespread,  there  are  certain 
cases  where  no  amount  of  advice,  instructions  or  warning  is 
of  am  avail.  When  lectures  and  literature  on  Clean  Food 
Handling  are  given,  those  who  are  in  most  need  of  it  do  not 
attend.  Those  food  handlers  who  are  aware  of  the  importance 
of  applied  cleanliness  are  the  only  ones  who  will  co-operate 
in  an  attempt  to  make  their  already  good  standards  even 
better.  It  is  at  the  core  of  indifferent  food  handlers  that  all 
the  efforts  of  the  Public  Health  Department  must  be  directed. 

Clean  handling  and  transport  is  particularly  important 
in  the  care  of  those  foods  that  are  to  be  consumed  uncooked. 
Bread  in  particular  is  exposed  to  contamination. 

Problem  families  about  which  much  has  been  written 
in  previous  reports  are  still  with  us  and  are  the  occasion 
of  much  anxiety.  I must  thank  the  Council  for  the  sympath- 
etic consideration  which  they  have  always  shown  to  my 
recommendations  in  these  cases  in  respect  of  rehousing. 

As  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  falls  a new  class 
of  disease  is  forever  on  the  increase.  Perhaps  the  greatest 
incidence  of  disease  today  is  due  to  psychosomatic  causes — 
stress  in  one  form  or  another.  Diseases  such  as  coronary 
thrombosis,  asthma,  colitis,  and  a host  of  others  are  attributed 
to  stress.  A field  in  which  the  Council  has  done  much  to  relieve 
one  cause  of  disease-producing  stress  is  in  the  provision  of 
houses  for  those  living  in  overcrowded  and  unhealthy 
surroundings. 

In  a great  many  cases  a striking  change  is  visible  in  the 
health  of  a woman  who  at  last  finds  a home  of  her  own.

WATER. 


East  Wight. 

Apart  from  seasonal  shortages  in  the  camping  site  area 
of  Bembridge,  there  was  no  water  shortage  in  the  area. 

West  Wight. 

A satisfactory  supply  was  provided  throughout  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

East  Weight. 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  provision  of  a public 
convenience  in  Godshill,  but  no  new  conveniences  were 
erected  during  the  year.  All  conveniences  are  small,  and 
the  employment  of  full-time  attendants  is  not  justified.  As 
a result  of  part-time  maintenance,  certain  cases  of  abuse 
have  given  rise  to  complaint. 

West  Wight. 

Are  provided  at  Freshwater  Bay,  Freshwater,  Totland, 
Colwell,  Yarmouth  and  at  Alum  Bay  (by  arrangement  with 
the  Needles  Flotel).  All  conveniences  are  well-maintained 
by  a full-time  attendant. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

East  Wight. 

The  sewered  areas  of  Chillerton,  Godshill,  Niton  and 
Whitwell  have  continued  without  difficulty,  and  nothing 
beyond  normal  maintenance  work  has  been  necessary.  The 
Bembridge  system  continued  to  function,  but  trouble  was 
experienced  in  both  drainage  areas.  The  outfall  at  The 
Point  was  kept  in  operation,  but  continual  difficulty  was 
experienced  by  the  silting  of  the  outfall.  The  Ethel  Point 
outfall  continued  to  function,  but,  despite  the  disconnection 
of  certain  surface  water  drains,  the  system  frequently  sur- 
charged, and  during  the  summer  period  of  peak  flow  the 
storm  overflow7  discharged  on  to  the  beach  every  day.  The

sewage  disposal  works  at  Brading  continued  to  function, 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  active  measures  were  being 
taken  to  provide  a modern  disposal  works. 

West  Wight. 

No  major  sewerage  schemes  were  undertaken  during  the 
year,  but  in  December  the  Ministry  gave  permission  for  the 
invitation  of  tenders  for  the  long-awaited  Shorwell  Village 
sewerage  scheme,  with  a view  to  commencement  in  April, 
1955. 

A preliminary  survey  has  been  made  for  the  sewering 
of  Calbourne  Village. 

A scheme  for  the  protection  of  the  Freshwater  sewer 
sea-outfall  at  Norton  has  been  considered,  but  no  action 
taken. 

The  suggested  scheme  for  the  diversion  of  the  military 
sewer  in  the  Golden  Hill  and  Brambles  area  from  Tinstone 
Chine  sea-outfall  and  connecting  up  with  the  Council’s 
Freshwater  sew'er  sea-outfall  at  Norton  has  been  dropped 
in  favour  of  the  War  Department’s  proposals  to  construct 
a new  sewrer  outfall  on  the  coast  promontory  at  Fort  Albert. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

East  Wight. 

The  refuse  collection  service  continued  to  function  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  This  service  covers  the  whole  district. 
A weekly  collection  is  given  in  Brading  and  Bembridge,  and  a 
fortnightly  collection  in  all  other  parts  of  the  district. 

West  Wight. 

There  is  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  in  the  parishes  of 
Freshwater,  Totland  and  Yarmouth,  and  a fortnightly 
collection  in  all  other  parishes  in  the  West  Wight.  Refuse 
is  deposited  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  land  reclamation 
area  on  the  east  bank  of  the  River  Yar  estuary  at  Yarmouth 
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and  ai  Churchills  Quarry.  The  increasing  popularity  of  the 
West  Wight  as  a seaside  holiday  resort  makes  a very  heave 
demand  on  this  serv  ice  during  the  summer  months.
